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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 
Claims 1 and 2 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1 .142(b), as being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or 
linking claim. Applicant timely traversed the restriction (election) requirement in the reply 
filed on 12/27/04. 

Claim Objections 

Claims 3, 10, and 13 are objected to because of the following informalities: 
In line 4 of claim 3 "rib-formed" should be -rib formed--. Appropriate correction is 
required. 

In claim 10, throughout the claim "the housing" is lacking in antecedent basis. 

In line 2 of claim 13 "pone-piece" should be -one-piece-. 

Ciaim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

Claims 13-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 13 "said step of disposing a vane" lacks antecedent basis, and is unclear 
and confusing as a result. 

In claim 14 "said step of molding" is unclear because the only molding previously 
recited refers to forming the baffling surface (see claim 1 1 ), but the claim language in 
claim 14 is about integrally forming a hub with ribs, so it doesn't make sense. 
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In claim 15 "said step of providing a housing" has not been previously recited, 
and the claim is unclear and confusing as a result. 

In claim 16 "said step of forming an offset surface" has not been previously 
recited and the claim is unclear and confusing as a result. 

It is suggested that applicant revise these claims by simply listing each step in its 
entirety in the order it occurs, without trying to insert too many steps within steps 
already supposedly recited. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 3-12 are allowed. 

Claims 13-16 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 
35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
